liepartment of Health Education and 
Welfare Is beginning a new crackdown 
on Medicaid fraud and abuse that costs 
taxpayers an estimated $750 million 
annually, but the department denies 
the campaign is an election year ploy 
Federal and state examiners will 
begin the probe in Massachusetts in 
April and in Ohio in June. Three other 
big Medicaid .spending states will be 
selected for similar probes in the next 
year. New York, Illinois, Penn­ 
sylvania, Texas and Wisconsin are 
being considered. 
HEW Secretary David Mathews told 
a news conference Friday the in­ 
vestigators will focus on doctors, 
nursing homes, pharm acists and 
clinical laboratories submitting the 
highest volume of Medicaid bills seek­ 
ing government reimbursement for 
treating poor people 
“ We recognize that the over­ 


whelming majority of health care 
providers 
are 
ethical 
and 
professional," he said 
"Our new 
campaign seeks to ferret out the 
comparative few who break the law." 
Examples of Medicaid fraud and 
abuse c ited by HEW include billing for 
.services not rendered, inflating bills, 
double billing for the same service, 
billing for more expensive drugs than 
those dispensed and participating in 
illegal kickbacks and reflates 
Mathews denied the campaign is 
aimed at blunting criticism by 
Republican 
challenger 
Ronald 
Reagan, who has said the Ford ad­ 
ministration does not aggressively 
pursue the fraud problem. 
“I haven’t read any of Mr Reagan's 
statements,” the secretary said "I 
haven't taken them into consideration 
in developing this program I'm not 
prepared to answer any questions 
about that.” 


Mathews said HEW had ' advused 
the Whit** House of what we were 
doing, but there were no other contacts 
that I am aware of " 
The $750 million figure on the coat of 
Medicaid overcharges is "purely a 
subjective estimate" prepared 
by 
HEW. he said The estimate amounts 
to roughly 5 per cent of the $14.7 billion 
federal and state governments are 
.spending thus year for the health care 
of 23.2 million medically needy persons 
and welfare recipients under the Medi­ 
caid program 
Congress also has criticized HEW 
for giving inadequate attention to 
Medicaid fraud.

Post Office Sets 
M ore Service Cuts 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Postal 
Service says it is still cutting services 
and will carry out plans to curtail 
business deliveries in IO Eastern cities 
next week, despite a statement by a 
key congressman who says the agency 
promised a moratorium on cutbacks. 


Chairman James M. Hanley of the 
House Postal Service subconunittee 
called a press conference Friday to 
announce that the Postal Service had 
"seen the light" and had agreed to 
suspend all plans for cutbacks in mail 
service. 


lAter in the day. the Postal Service 
issued a statement that said, "There is 
no moratorium on our costcutting 
programs. The Postal 
Service 
is 
currently proceeding with those cost­ 
cutting moves that have already been 
announced and which are the only 
prudent steps open to us." 
Hanley was unavailable for com­ 
ment on the1 Postal Service statement. 
According to the Postal Service 
statement, the financially troubled 
agency will reduce business deliveries 
in IO Eastern cities on Monday as pre­ 
viously planned 


In addition, the agency will continue 
to reduce its number of rural post 
offices and will continue consideration 
of reduction in the number of delivery 
days from the present six-day-per* 
week service. 
The policy on post office closings has 
angered members of Congress from 
rural districts. Fifty-one members are 
plaintiffs in a suit .seeking to overturn 
the policy. In addition, many members 
have said reduction in delivery from 
su days per week would be unac­ 
ceptable. 
Hanley told the press conference 
that under his interpretation of what 
Postmaster Gen. Benjamin F. Hadar 
told hun, all cutbacks would cease 
immediately. 
Pressed by reporters on exactly 
what Batlar had told him, Hanley said, 
"The postmaster general, for his own 
reasons, has not been definitive. But 
this is my interpretation of what he 
told me." 
Hanley 
said the 
Postal Service 
adopted its "new attitude" in order to 
court the support of Congress mem­ 
bers in an effort to win additional 
postal subsidies.

It was a tough decision this year as 
the county has several outstanding 
cagers but when all the factors were 
weighed the scales tipped in the favor 
of Bumgarner. 


The award was originated in 1948 in 
memory of Bob Bowsher, a Circleville 
Athlete, who gave his life for his 
country in World War II. 


The first recipient of the trophy was 
James Picklesimer of Williamsport 
and last year the award went to Cir­ 
cleville’s Perry' Hoskins 


An interesting sidelight to the 
Bowsher award us that it has been won 
by a father and son team Bob Pontius 
of Walnut received the coveted award 
in 1949 and hts son, Craig of Teays 
Valley, gained the same honor rn 1974. 


Bum garner earned the award 
through hts outstanding play during 
the regular season and into the tourn­ 
aments He was one of the key factors 
in the Tigers 22-2 season which in­ 
cluded the South Central Ohio league 
championship and the runner-up spot 
in the Dayton Regional tournament 


His aggressive, strong play not only 
helped to gain victories for the Tigers 
but created an air of excitement 
among the fans. 
The 5-foot-ll senior led the Tigers in 
scoring with a total of 504 points in 24 
games for an average of 21 poults. 
Despite the fact that he was usually 
giving up height on the boards, he 
managed to haul in a total of 204 
rebounds 
During the season he set three school 
records His 191 field goals broke the 
old mark of 163 set by Harold Reed in 
1974-75. He coverted 122 free throws to 
better Terry Morrison's mark of 113 
set rn 1971-72. The 504 points for the 
season also shattered a Morrison 
record of 431 set in the 1971-72 season 
But even with all thus to his credit, it 
was his trem endous desire and 
competitive spirit that highlighted his 
year. He could alway s be counted on to 
give it everything he had and seemed 
to come up with the big play and get 
tougher as the going got rougher 
His cage play earned him a number 
of honors: Associated Press second 
team All-Ohio. United lYess Inter­ 
national 
All-Ohio special mention. 
Central District Player of the Year and 
honorary captain of the .South Central 
Ohio All-league team.

Ronald Reagan, a 
Republican; Alabama Gov (ieorge C. 
Wallace, a Democrat, and US. Sen.

Being cut from the statewide ballot 
does not remove the candidate from

In both parties, the 
statewide slates run for only one- 
fourth of the convention delegates,

lf you are considering purchasing a 
new range, you probably are looking at 
the "self-cleaning" and "continuous 
clean" ovens What is the difference? 
The following Is from "Why Clean 
Your O ven?" published by the 
American Gas Association. 
Pyrolysis Is a chemical change 
brought about by the action of heat. 
Heat, then, 
is the key word in 
describing the self-cleaning, or 
pyrolytic, oven. In this system the 
oven is heated to tem peratures 
ranging from 850 degrees to 1000 
degrees F. At the end of the complete 
cycle, after the cooldown period, all 
that remains of the food soil is 
a 
powdery ash tliat is easily removed 
with a damp cloth All this is ac­ 
complished simply by moving a lever 
to lock the oven door and setting one or 
two controls 


The catalytic system, on the other 
hand, is designed to eliminate the 
necessity of cleaning the oven. A 
catalytic material is mixed into the 
porcelain enamel coating of the oven 
liner panels. This material causes a 
chemical reaction at normal cooking 
temperatures that oxidizes food soils 
continuously as they occur during 
c ooking operations. This method, then, 
does not require a separate cleaning 
cycle, at high temperatures since 
cleaning takes place simultaneously as 
the food is cooks. 
Manufacturers using this system 
em phasize 
three 
points: 
heavy 
spillovers will not be cleaned without 
first wiping up the excess with a damp 
cloth; harsh abrasives and scoring 
pads should not be used on excessive 
soil or stubborn stains; and certain 
types of food stains may not disappear 
in one operation but will fade away 
during subsequent use of the oven. 
Proponents of the pyrolytic, or self­ 
cleaning, system claim the following 
advantages: with this method all six 
sides of the oven interior are cleaned 
completely; no special care Is required 
to prevent scratching or damaging 
oven surfaces as with the catalytic 
finish; and the extra insulation 
provided for the cleaning cycle results 
in u cooler range during normal 
cooking operations 
Advocates of the catulytic approach 
point out that: the oven is always 


available for cooking since cleaning is 
continuous under normal usage; this 
continuous cleaning prevents any 
build-up of soil; and very little basic 
redesign Is required since high tem­ 
peratures are not employed. The 
consumer gains an economic ad­ 
vantage from this because the initial 
coat is, therefore, lower for the 
catalytic oven than for the pyrolytic. 


In the fall of 1983 — Just six years 
ago, General Electric made the an­ 
nouncement that it had developed an 
oven that would clean itself To give 
you an idea how fast homemakers 
iiecome aware of this development, a 
Consumer Research Center survey 
recently found out that 78 per cent of 
all women are aware of the self­ 
cleaner. The same survey pointed out 
that after women had been exposed to 
this self-cleaning feature, 92 per cent 
of the women wanted it in their next 
oven. In a recent trade magazine, it 
was voted that 33 per cent of th** total 
electric range sales would be self­ 
cleaners More than 13 manufacturers 
of electric ranges have self-cleaning 
ovens. As indicated by the above 
figures, gas 
range manufacturing 
companies are reflecting a great deal 
of activity in self-cleaning ovens. At 
least 8 companies are making them 
available in 1969 model lines. Could 
this be related to the fact that cleaning 
an oven is one of the most disliked 
homemaking cleaning Jobs that 
homemakers have to do9 


Presently, manufacturers are using 
two systems to make ovens self­ 
cleaning. They are: (I) pyrolytic and 
(2) catalytic. Those employing the 
pyrolytic principles are called self- 
cleaners 
This relates to pyrolysis 
which Is a chemical change brought 
about by the action of heat. This 
system relies on high temperatures 
from 800 - 1000 degrees F. The 
pyrolytic system was the first one on 
the market and Is well established. It Is 
found in both gas and electric models. 
The time for cleaning ranges from 14 
hours to 3 hours in ovens using this 
system. The span of time includes both 
the "heat-up" and the "cool down” 
time A vital part of this system is the 
temperature sensing inter-lock which 
keeps the oven door from being opened 
when the temperature in the oven rises 
above 550 - 600 degrees F. Even though 
the 
door 
is 
usually 
latched 
mechanically, another provision is 
made to keep it latched during the 
cleaning cycle. As you could expect, 
manufacturers have had to use more 
insulation than normal. Some also 
insulate their self-cleaners with an air 
space within the walls and doors. 
(X'casionally, fans may be used to 
move the air but more often, natural 
convection Is depended upon to cir­ 
culate the air. Manufacturers had to 
work to develop and refine materials 
that would withstand the higher 
tem peratures. For instance, new 
porcelain enamel finishes, resistant to 
the higher temperatures, had to be 
developed 


The catalytic systems, which are a 
more recent development, are found in 
both gas and electric ranges. These 
systems are referred to by various 
m anufacturers as "E ver-K leen," 
‘’Continuous 
Clean," 
"C onstant 
Clean," 
" Perm s-Clean,” and "Soil 
Few." There are other names. These 
names indicate that the oven cleaning 
is accomplished while regular cooking 
is going on. In other words, cleaning is 
a continuous process. One reference 
says "The catalytic system Is designed 
to eliminate the necessity of cleaning 
the oven." 


The catalytic cleaning system 
makes use of a special chemical 
coating which Is fused or baked into 
the oven lining. The chemical coating 
acts as a catalyst at cooking tem­ 
peratures of 425-500 degrees F. It 
appears that the principle advantages 
of

are 
its 
design, 
economics and low cost. The basic 
design of the oven does not need to be 
changed. It has been indicated that 


And So 
It Grows

The weather has all of us wondering 
and speculating on what to do or not 
do, or what may be happening to our 
lawns, fruits 
and other landscape 
plants. 


Faced with the up and down weather 
conditions, we have to use our best "on 
the spot" Judgment. For example, we 
recommend 
applying 
crabgrass 
controls to prevent seed germination 
about the time Forsythia bloomed or at 
time blooms were starting to fail Well, 
the unusual weather conditions during 
March forced Forsythia into early 
bloom, probably without any ger­ 
mination of crabgrass seed. So, pre­ 
emergence crabgrass treatment is still 
recommended, but it should be done 
right away in central and northern 
Ohio. It may be too late in southern 
Ohio. 
Plant Disease C Control 
Most home gardeners have some 
sort of plant disease problems each 
year and there’s always the question of 
whether to spray, when to spray and 
what to spray on plants. 


C. C. Powell, Extension Plant 
Pathologist, says disease problems 
should be analyzed in four steps before 
controls are attempted. These steps 
include making the right diagnosis, 
selecting the right material to spray on 
plants, being sure timing of sprays is 
right, and using the right method. 


After you have decided the cause of 
the disease, you can select the proper 
spray m aterial. Fungicide spray 
materials are labeled for specific 
areas, so read the label to find out 
which product fits your diagnosis. And 
remember that the cause of the 
disease cannot be controlled by 
spraying. Spraying works only when a 
fungus pathogen Is attacking the 
leaves, stems, or flowers of a plant. 
Too, important in diagnosis is deter­ 
mining whether the damage is from 
disease or from some environmental 
problem such as watering, fertilizer, 
shading, etc. 


Next, timing of sprays Is very im­ 
portant. Since fungicides usually act 
as a protective barrier, the film of 
fungicide must bt* present on the leaf 
before the fungus attacks. Spraying 
will not cure leaves or new growth lf 
sprays are applied at the right time. 
Keep in mind that these spray barriers 
wear down from weather and that new 
plant growth Is not protected from 
previous sprays. Thus, tuning involves 
a certain amount of follow-up sprays. 


in spraying, be sure both leat sur­ 
faces — upper and lower — are 
covered with spray. Also, pay special 
attention to the lowest and highest 
leaves on the* plants. 


With 
most 
wettable 
powder 
products, confider adding a spreader- 
sticker to the spray so that the film 
barrier will do a better job of resisting 
weather. 


If you decide to spray your plants 
with a fungicide, do so based on your 
past experience of observing the 
plants. If they have a disease each 
year, your best bet Is to begin your 
spray program before disease attacks 
in the spring and continue spraying at 
intervals that keep the spray barrier 
on the plant during the growing 
season

Manufacturers of the catalytic system 
recommend that harsh abrasives and 
scouring pads not be used on these 
ovens. 
As far as consumers are concerned, 
there is a great difference in the 
operation of the two systems and the 
names given earlier are an attempt to 
help the consumer tell the difference 
between the two types. A way of 
distinguishing the types might be: (I) 
self-cleaning, and (2) continuous 
cleaning.

than usual this year and is apparently 
going to be considerably heavier than 
normal. During the second week in 
March, for example, we analyzed 3600 
samples." He adds that "Based on 
strong orders for soil testing in­ 
formation sheets and soil bags, this 
trend should continue well into April." 
But there Is still time to submit 
.samples to the laboratory for testing, 
Trierweiler continues It may be a 
little late for crops or plants that must 
be planted early; however, soil to be 
planted to later crops can still be 
tested and fertilized or limed without 
delaying planting. Kits are available 
at the Pickaway County Exteasion 
Office 


"We are pleased to see this earlier 
sampling because it gives the growers 
more lead time to plan their soil fer­ 
tility programs," Trierweiler says. "I 
believe that more growers are 
realizing the value of soil testing in 
planning their soil fertility programs 
to improve yields and control lime and 
fertilizer expenses. They know that a 
soil must be supplied with sufficient 
nutrients to produce top yields and that 
the application of too much lime and 
fertilizer should be avoided," he adds. 
Trierweiler believes that even more 
growers will be having their soils 
tested as they see the results from the 
new soil fertility program recently 
started by the Soil Test I .ab. The 
program gives improved soil test 
interpretation* and recommendations 
and should help growers get higher 
yields with the least possible expense. 
Normally it takes IO to 14 days from 
the time the grower mails his soil 
sample to the laboratory until he gets 
the recommendations. The process 
involves an analysis of the soil, a check 
of the grower's information sheet and 
processing through the computer. 
Results are sent to the Extension 
Agent in the grower’s county, who 


looks over the computer printouts and 
mails them to the grower. 
Because of the heavy laboratory 
load and the rapidly approaching 
growing season, Trierweiler suggests 
sending in soil samples as soon as 
possible. However, he reminds that 
there is still time to check nutrients for 
many crops and plants yet this year.

NKW YORK (AP) 
From his sixth- 
floor corner office in the RCA Building, 
Julian Goodman looks out upon the 
towers of Rockefeller Plaza that house 
the offices of many corporation 
executives 
Goodman us one of them, chairman 
of the board of a major business en­ 
terprise, but he doesn't always share 
the view of a good many other execu 
tives, some of whom have grown 
critical of their representation in the 
media. 
Goodman is head of National 
Broadcasting Co. Of some busi­ 
nessmen who m aintain that the 
com munications 
media 
are 
re­ 
sponsible for what they say is a lack of 
public understanding, he says flatly: 
"I think they are wrong." 
lh’ maintains that business should 
address itself to its im m ediate 
problems before accusing the media of 
m isrepresenting or only partially 
presenting the story of business and 
the economy in which it operates. 
"Responsible reporters don’t make 
news where none exists," he said in an 
interview. In his view, business 
leaders mislead themselves when they 
accept "the passive complaint of un­ 
fair news coverage” as an explanation 
for their credibility problems. 
What some businessmen believe is 
bias, he said, often is the reporting by 
the media of business critics who are 
"documenting their grievances, or­ 
ganizing their protest, and presenting 
their case to the public thoroughly." 
In contrast, "the business com­ 
munity lias not done nearly so much to 
present tts case," he said 
"In the face of criticism," he con­ 


tinued, "businessmen too often are 
silent, defensive, segmented and far 
too inaccessible to journalists.’’ By 
default, he said, business permits 
complaints and critieLsms to be reg­ 
istered, "while some businessmen sulk 
and say there is a conspiracy." 
Goodman is in the middle of the 
battle As a corporate executive he 
meets regularly with the heads of 
other companies, some of whom blame 
the media for what they feel is a poor 
business image "Now I know you’ll 
agree,” they tell him. 


"I don't" said Goodman, who also 
speaks as a newsman with a degree in 
economics. 
"Young, 
aggressive 
reporters, I say, are not the cause. 
They look upon institutions with 
something less than awe," he said, "as 
we did when we were younger." 
But 
some 
businessmen, 
he 
suggested, would like reporters to 
cover only how well they are doing. 
"Life has changed," he said, "urn! 
everything they do is going to be 
reported." 


Far back in time, he said, "in the old 
or beginning days of business jour­ 
nalism, "they could rely, being good 
advertisers, on ribbon-cutting ceremo­ 
nies, the benefits their wives ran, or a 
biography on 
the company’s 
an­ 
niversary.” 
Now, he said, "the world is changed, 
and no longer is Hie businessman the 
sacred cow liecause he is a big ad­ 
vertiser " 
Goodman conceded as "valid to 
some extent" the criticism that some 
reporters are poorly informed on 
business and economic matters. 
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when it shows that, although life isn't a 
bowl of cherries, ifs pretty fine when 
the family pulls together. Tile fact that 
this not-very-fashionable idea appeals 
to millions of people says something 
for the way Americans feel. 
"My mail indicates that there are a 
lot more people out there who are 
normal and happy 
too normal and 
happy to be written up in the papers — 
than there are cynics. A few viewers 
say wistfully that they wish their 
family life was really like that on The 
Waltons But many more of them say 
we portray what their lives are all 
alxiut." 
Richard Thomas's own childhood 
forms

philosophies. He was a "bom-in-the- 
trunk" baby, whose parents were 
professional ballet dancers. 
He 
traveled everywhere with them, and 
took to the stage himself at the age of 
six in a New York summer stock 
company 
production 
of 
"D am n 
Yankees" with his father (as one of 
three boys who sang "You’ve Gotta 
Have Heart"). Still "in his sixes," he 
made his Broadway debut as John 
Roosevelt in "Sunrise at Campobello." 
At eight, he did a "Hallmark Hall of 
Fame" Christmas special on TV; at 
nine, he played in an Actor's Studio 
revival of "Strange Interlude." 
Before he was 15, Richard had 
played in two more Broadway plays 
and the N. Y. Shakespeare Festival; 
and then he began making movies — 
the first, "W inning" with Haul 
Newman and Joanne Woodward, and 
the latest, "You’ll like My Mother," 
coming out soon. "I was always busy, 
doing what I had to do," he muses, 
but it was a happy childhood because 
my parents and I were together all of 
the time . .. 
"They could have fanned me out to 
I KW riling schools and camps, but they 
didn't believe in it.

In his spare time, Richard Thomas 
breeds F.nglish toy spaniels, writes 
prize-winning poetry, listens to music. 
"As you might expect. I’m home- 
oriented," he says. "When we finish 
shooting I go home and relax w ith my 
wife. I don't go in for sports because 
most sports in Hollywood are social, 
and I don’t like ‘social sports.’ And 
when you ask what I do for pure en­ 
tertainment, all I can say is we’re 
going to have the baby soon and to me, 
th a t’s the ultim ate entertainm ent 
tile re is.”

Pacem akers that regulate the 
heartbeat have been in use for the past 
two decades These electronic devices 
implanted beneath the skin have made 
great contributions to the good health 
and longevity of many people who 
might otherwise be incapacitated 
One of the problems is that battery- 
operated pacemakers have had to be 
replaced at intervals of two to five 
years. This becomes a burden, ex- 
pense, time-consumer and a source of 
emotional distress. 
At 
the 
Pennsylvania 
State 
University, a team of researchers 
under the direction of Dr. G. Frank O. 
Tyers has developed a new type of 
rechargeable battery 
He, in con­ 
junction with electronic engineers, 
developed a procedure for recharging 
the batteries by holding a small 
electrical coll over the pacemaker 
already implanted in the body 
It is believed that this rechargeable 
device may have a functional capacity 
of more than 20 years. This would be 
an enormous contribution to those 
jieople 
who 
must 
rely 
on 
their 
pacemakers for sustained good health. 


Experimental evidence is coriung to 
light that calcium plaques may be 
removed from blood vessels, thus 
reducing the frequency and severity of 
coronary artery disease. Dr. Robert 


W Wissler, director ai The Specialized 
Center of Research in Atherosclerosis 
at the University of ( hicago, has been 
able "for the first time to reverse 
advanced atherosclerotic plaques 
using a drug, cholestyramine." 


The drug, in conjunction with low-fat 
diets, 
has 
produced 
significant 
changes in the arteries of monkeys. 


This early 
research 
is 
being 
carefully evaluated. It holds great 
promise for use in humans It holds 
greater prom ise, too, that new 
horizons will be opened by these early 
and visionary studies. 


Morphine is still one of the great 
drugs for the control of pain. Unfor­ 
tunately its addictive qualities have 
reduced its use. 
Now two doctors working at the 
Aberdeen University in Scotland have 
created a drug which they name 
Enkephalin. Dr John Hughes and Dr. 
Hans W Kosterlitz believe that this 
important drug has all the qualities for 
the control of pain without the danger 
of addiction. It is said that the drug 
acts on the pain center in the brain and 
thus accomplishes its purpose. The 
experimental work continues with the 
hope that soon its value will be tran­ 
slated into clinical use in human 
beings.

Of Seed 
Corn Important

A good stand of corn the first time 
around is getting more difficult each 
year Reasons include seed treatm ent 
with insecticides at planting and new 
type planters such as air and plateless 
types. 


So, if you want to get a good stand of 
corn, use ex trem e caution when 
treating seed with an insecticide or 
when placing granular soil insecticides 
at planting time, says B I). Blair, 
Exteasion Entomologist at The Ohio 
State University. 


Most corn seed are already treated 
with a fungicide when purchased, he 
says. It is doubtful that any seed are 
treated with an insecticide, he adds 
Where seed corn beetles, seed corn 
maggots, and wireworms are expected 
to be a problem, seed should be treated 
with an insecticide at planting tune, 
Blair says. 


I -abel directions often suggest that 
seed be planted in the planter box, 
Most research on insecticide treat­ 
ment for seed has been done with 
plate-type 
p lan ters, 
with 
som e 
research covering air and plateless 
p lan ters 
since 
they 
have 
been 
m arketed However, much more in­ 
formation is necessary on air and 
plateless planters before proper an­ 
swers are available, Blair says. 


Use of som e 
insecticide seed 
treatm ents in the planter box may plug 
up the delivery tubes and result in 
reduced stands, he says d ateless and 
a ir p la n te rs w ithout m onitoring 
devices th a t indicate when non­ 
delivery of seed occur could result in 
reduced stands or replanting, he* adds 


Seed treatm ent with Dtazinon for all 
no-tillage corn us recommended as well 
as corn that will be planted in fields 
that have been in pasture or meadow 
for two or more years. 


So. when a soil insecticide is used at 
planting, placement of the insecticide 
in relation to the seed us extremely 
im portant, Blair says. label directions 
on the bag m ust be followed closely to 
avoid the necessity of replanting.

“ Boor selection of herbicides or 
improper rate of application have been 
respoasible for a led of unsatisfactory 
weed control in no-till crops. ’ says 
Archer The increase in use of no-till 
systems is a d e a r indication that Ohio 
farm ers are learning how lo adapt and 
use the new system effectively. 
No-till ami minimum Ullage methods 
of planting crops and forage plants are 
the fastest grow ing co n serv atio n 
pracUces in recent years. Soil erosion 
and sediment are held to a minimum 
And production in must areas is as

In addition to good weed control, the

The March meeting of Pickaway 
County Registered Nurses Association 
was held recently at Berger Hospital 
with Mrs Carol Higgins as the guest 
speaker Her topic was "The Unusual 
Cliild." She related a discription of the 
autistic child, its behavior and 
abilities. 
Approximately one child in 10,000 is 
an autistic behavior child. Symptoms 
may be an infant screaming constantly 
or lying in his crib too quietly 
However, they may appear normal up 
to 2‘ a years of age. They are generally 
physically healthy children but may be 
withdrawn and show little or no af­ 
fection to anyone. Odd hand gestures 
and a facial mask are common 
(hildren may remain mute or echo 
words that repeat a parent. Such 
words are not considered learned. 
Sight is one of the outlines with little 
detail of objects. l*referance to routine 
procedures is noted. Moving a toy, bed, 
or chair in a child’s bedroom can be 
very disruptive. 
Autistic children become very at­ 
tached to toys, a favorite blanket, 
piece of paper or similar possessions. 
Their enjoyment and ability for puz­ 
zles is the result of their outline type of 
sight. Music with its rhythm and vocal 
expression Is one of their better ac­ 
complishments. Mechanical ability 
can also be added to their achievement 
list. 
To aid in the recovery of these 
specific behavior patterns, several 
sources are available. Medication may 
be prescribed by a physician. Diet may 
help by removing all artifical flavors 
and colors. I*lay therapy performed by 
experienced personnel is offered in the 
community. I/ical programs available 
are the infant Stimulation F*rogram" 
for newborns to three years of age. 
This includes four visits per week for 
one hour. 
For children from four to seven, the 
pre-school development program at 
Rrooks-Yates School is available. 
Specific toys and tools under the 
modified Montessoun system are 
available in london, Ohio, for ages up 
to 13. Insistence on performance is 
.stressed here with remarkable results

behavior. Included are "Dibs" and 
“Play Therapy" by 
Dr. 
Virginia 
Axline, “ Montessouri,” “ Beaching 
The Autistic Child," “ Autistic Children
